Vulnerable Power 

r lE TWIN storms that late last week caused such 
havoc In the Pacific Northwest came as a fresh 
and unwelcome reminder that overhead wiring Is not 
merely unsightly, but a potential source of the utmost 
Inconwnlence in this day of great and pervasive de¬ 
pendence on electrical power, and also of grave danger 
to life and property. 

The overhead network, vulnerable to nature's 
forces and to collision with supporting poles, and a 
hazardous impediment on occasion to firefighting, is a 
survival of an era of swift and widespread develop¬ 
ment. But It is increasingly out of place in the com- 
munitiea of today. 

In Vancouver, where the storms Inflicted 'more 
suffering through fallen lines than in Victoria or on 
Vancouver Lsland generally. Mayor Alsbury has or- 
ikced ClyiC planners to take a new too k at th e cost 
of placing wiring underground, which, granted, seems 
by most estimates and by experience to be formidable 
if the work is undertaken on a large scale over a 
ihort period. 

Victoria, however, has taken a lead In thia field; 
In another few months, the removal of overhead wir¬ 
ing from a 30-block dowmtown area will be complete, 
thanks to the B.C. Electric Company which under¬ 
took the $4,000,000 project with the city’s co-opera¬ 
tion, and Its successor, B.C. Hydro. 

But it will be a pity If the work comes to a dead 
end In Victoria with conversion of the centre of the 
city to underground piower distributioa The dismay¬ 
ing results of the storms suggest that the program 
ahould be a continuing one. even If in slow and easy 
stages, and that underground wiring should be man¬ 
datory in extensive new developments, particularly 
along new roads. 

The cost may be high, but in the long term, hardly 
too great in relation to the benefits of safety, con- 
vtnicnce and appearance achieved.

Y<«<erday I Rtmited out to explain 
the difference* between the varioui 
cluacc of roeee. In the hope this ex¬ 
planation would provide some guid¬ 
ance to the novice gardener In select¬ 
ing roaea lor fall planting. We cov¬ 
ered the hytM-ld perpetuala and the 
hybrid teas, and today I think w* 
might go on. to the useful and color- 
lui floribundas. 

Theae art cluster roses, bearing a 
great number of blooms on each 
stem. Their anceatry goes back to 
the multiflora rose from China and 
Japan and It was Svend Poulaen, a 
gifted breeder and hybridizer of Den¬ 
mark, who cro ss ed some of the mulll 
flora hybrids with hybrid teas and 
produced In 1924 a completely new 
riaaa. The floribundas are easy lo 
grow, with considerably more resist- 
ance to disease, and above all. they 
keep on blooming all summer long, 
from June lo December. 


Just as the hybrid tee Is the rose 
to grow for supplying your bowls and 
vases with exquiidte cut flowers, so 
Is the floribunda the Ideal rose for 
making and sustaining a good splash 
of color In the garden. Floribunda 
roses can be cut, of course, but with 
their great clusters of smallish 
flowers, they lack the delicacy of the 


hybrid teas. Their Icrta la really 
garden decoration. 

Fbirly recently a new dass from 
the floribundas has arisen adth big¬ 
ger bushes and very much larger 
blooms, and for theae. the term 
grandiflora has been coined. The flrat 
of the grandlfloras was Queen 
Qlzabeth. Introduced In 199S. making 
a very strong, tall bush adth huge 
clusters of clear pink flowers, each 
one as blg;,aa a single H.T. rose. The 
stems are almost thornless and there 
la hardly a day throughout the sum- 
^mer and fall when It Is without 
flowers. 

* a * 

Since Queen Eaizzdreth was im re¬ 
duced, a limited number of grandl- 
tkira varieties have m-dlg their bow. 
Including Montezuma, Buccaneer and 
John S. Armstrong, but for my 
money. Queen Elizabeth still It tops. 
If I had the money and the garden 
space, there la nothing I would like 
better than an Informal, undipped 
hedge of Queen Elizabeth roses. 

Tb the novice, any rose growing 
up a wall or trained over a trellis or 
arbor is a nimbler, but actually there 
are two different classes here—the 
rambim smfthe dlmbers—with very 
different habits of growth and requir¬ 
ing entirely different forma of prun¬ 
ing. 

The rambler rosea make very long, 
rather slender canes bearing denm 


clusters of smallish .blooms and are 
pruned In very much the same way 
as raspberries, cutting down the 
flowered canes In the fall and tying 
In the new canes which wBl bear the 
blooms next summer. 

* e * 

The climbing rosea and the dimb- 
Ing sports of hybrid tea roses make 
stouter and much more permanent 
canes, and bearing flowers similar In 
shape and size to those of the H.T. 
kinda These are pruned all summer 
as each flower or flower cluster 
fades. It is cut off about a quarter- 
inch above the nearest leaf. Then In 
March, all the side shoots are short¬ 
ened to within two eyes of the parent 
shoot. 

Dorothy Perkins Is a good 
example of a rambler rose, along 
with Albertlne, Exoelaa, AIbcric Bar 
bier and Crimson Shower. Among the 
better known dlmbers are Paul's 
Scarlet. Zephlrine Drouhin. Climbing 
Peace, Climbing Golden Dawn and 
Paul's Lemon Pillar. 

These are the rose dasaes you 
are moat likely to encounter. In addi 
tion to these, there are a great many 
groups which might be railed col¬ 
lector’s roses, many of them with 
historical assodatlorui and all of them 
with distinctive charm. These will In- 
dude the moss roses, the Provence, 
Musk. Rugosa. Bourbon and Damask 
rosea and all the spedes or ‘hsrlld"

"The problem arises mainly 
because downtown merchants 
■weep up In the morning. We 
could go a long way to cure 
it by asking their co^iperailon 
in sweeping up at night before 
they shut up shop."

"Our streets are not (or 
garbage dumping at any lime."

Edge- 
I low provided the merchants 
were asked by letter to swi-ep 
only litter that was already on 
the sidewalk into the street 
each evening fur city street 
sweepers to pick up during the 


night. The motion was passed 
on to city council as a recvnv 
mendatioii. 


"I still think we re asking for 
I rouble," huffed Aid. Mooney. 
"Every gutter will be flll^ 
with llltM. I can't for the life 
of me s<!e how this will help 
beautify V,hioi-ia." 

The engineer's report also 
said It was quite impioctical 
lo ronslUer washing dm’n Vi<> 
toria's streets nightly because 
paper litter and not dust was 
the main problem.
